Sir, 


We write this letter to bring attention to the fact that this crisis has now reached an extreme that 
we could have never imagined. The students had placed their complete trust in the 3 member 
committee that had come to our campus and had best tried to communicate their concerns regarding 
the ensuing crisis. We were told publicly that the report of the committee was to be filed with the 
ministry on Monday, the 24‘ of August and were keen to hear the proposal of their solution to end 
the impasse. 


It is with great confusion and distress that we note the time that has elapsed since this report has 
apparently not been submitted. We have not gotten any clarity on the outcome of what we felt was a 
positive step to resolve the crisis. And in fact, the step taken to lay off the lowest economic rung of 
the contractual staff has thrust escalation upon us and has now put in the motives of the committee 
led by Mr. Khan itself in question. 


The students of FTII are deeply hurt and concerned about the administration’s decision to go ahead 
with the laying off of 82 contractual employees of FTII. To go ahead with such a coercive step at 
this crucial juncture of the strike when the report of the fact finding committee is being formulated, is 
completely uncalled for and in contradiction of the committee’s explicit assurance on this issue. 


There is an URGENT NEED to control this situation, before it spirals completely out of control, which 
it has in fact already begun to, and for clarity to arrive from the ministry's side on their solution to 
end this impasse. The students are also keen to arrive at a solution, but for this, we need to havea 
dialogue with the actual decision makers of this institute, so that we can arrive at this solution 
without further delay. 


There is no more time to waste, and the stakeholders of this institute must now immediately 
converge to arrive ata RESOLUTION.
